There was $253.27 in the treas- 
ury. All running expenses have been paid. There being no bills 
contracted by the present board that are not paid and in report. 
We have also paid one of the bonds with premium and interest to 
date amounting to $1,026.64, This was the last bond of the 
series No. 25 due in 1920, There is now cash in treasury $870,92, 
The suit brought by the town of Dorset against West Rutland to 
recover for expense incurred in the Battles small pox case, has 
been referred to the higher courts. We have built three perma_ 
nent bridges; finished the one begun by previous board at M. 
Parker's, that cost $185,00, the one on Marble street north of de- 
pot at a cost of $195,20, and one east of Long Soo costing
